BELLINGHAM (Wash.) May 13. 
Twenty-three members of the crew 
of the auxiliary schooner Kam- 
chatka, which was burned 500 miles 
off the coast of Alaska on the night 


of April 14, arrived here last night. 

All were in good condition when 
they reached here. but while in « 
whaleboat two of them temporarily 
lost their minds as a result of pri- 
vations and intense cold. 

The fire was caused by the ex- 
plosion of gas from burning dis- 
tillate. Fearing the cargo of am- 
munition and gasoline would ex- 
plode, the twenty-three men took 
to boats and were buffeted about 
for four days and nighta They 
finally reached Sand Point, a set- 
tlement on one of the Shumagin 
islands, 59° miles frm the scene 
of the wreck and were picked up 
by the Catherine D., at Squaw Har- 
bor, Alaska. May 3. 

After taking to the beats the 
survivers stood by until the Kam- 
chatka went down. Lashed by the 
waves and lighted up by burning 
distillate, the ship was wrench 
and torn by several explosions.
